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DETAILED ACTION 
Terminal Disclaimer 

1 . The terminal disclaimer filed on October 2 2006 disclaiming the terminal portion 
of any patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date 
of U.S. Patent No. 6,638,291 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal 
disclaimer has been recorded, and it overcomes the rejection on the grounds 
obviousness-type double patenting in the Office action of June 28, 2006 . 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claims 22 and 25-35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Wallace et al. (6,322,576). With respect to claims 22 and 23, Wallace et al. disclose, at 
least in figures 17A and 17B and in col. 5, lines 5-56; at least one strand of flexible 
material formed to have a first portion with a first inoperable, substantially linear 
configuration and a second operable, three dimensional substantially cube-shaped 
orthogonal configuration (720), where the device further includes a second portion 
extending outwardly from the first portion in its second configuration and having a first 
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inoperable, substantially linear configuration and a second operable, coiled shape (see 
the coiled shape at the right-hand side of figure 17B, where element 720 is pointed out). 
That is, as also seen in an analogous coil shape on the square center post at the right- 
hand side of figure 1 8A, the second portion comprises at least half of a coil that is 
outside of a coil that is deemed to be part of the first portion. With respect to claims 25- 
34, col. 5, lines 9-40 disclose that the at least one strand or wire is formed from the 
alloys or radiopaque, flexible materials as claimed. With respect to claim 35, col. 6, line 
62 to col. 7, line 17 further disclose that the strand of flexible material is formed into a 
helical shape, which is the form of the first inoperable, substantially linear configuration 
of the strand. 

Response to Amendment 

4. Applicant's arguments filed on October 2, 2006 and regarding the rejection based 
on the reference of Wallace et al. have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive: See the restatement of the rejection above. That is, figures 17B and 18A 
of Wallace et al. disclose an outer coil shape, deemed the "second portion," that is 
adjacent to an inner coil (deemed to be part of a "first portion") on the square center 
post. The outer coil shape can be said to be "extending outwardly from the first portion," 
since it is a portion of the one strand of flexible material that is positioned exteriorly to 
the inner coil or the cube-shaped orthogonal configuration.
